Yes, TV sweep tubes were cheap & plentiful & rugged in the old daze. 


If done right, they can do a nice job. E.g. Drake T-4* xmtrs & TR-* transceivers. 
If not, they were quite horrible! I've seen some CB multi-sweep tube linears 
where the tubes actually melted! 


I run a T-4B now. Drake did quality engineering so sweep tubes behave nicely in 
their gear. If treated properly, they last a very long time. Plus there are a 
number of higher-powered replacements, e.g. in Drake, use 2@ 6GJ5 instead of 2@ 
6JB6. They're taller however so cage around finals won't fit, watch out for B+, 
yikes!!! (Do I sound like I know from experience?!) 


The only issue I worry about is matching the tubes. Matching tested 
transconductance is not enuf. 

Matching easily done if you've got a collection of ‘em. I just measure the 
cathode R's (they've usually drifted), then calculate DC idling current of each 
tube via measured cathode voltage to get best (say, 10%) match. 


Yes, there is the issue of RF characteristics varying from one mfr to another. 
These tubes were not spec'd out for RF use, so catch as catch can. I recall the 
Sylvania was the tube of choice for Drake. I think that Syl actually ran some RF 
tests on their tubes & published the results, showed up in QST. 


RF probs are low output & squirrelly tuning on 10 m & neutralization issues. 


I just try ‘em, have found other brands are sometimes ok in this app.

Gonset made very good use of the former in the GSB100 phasing exciter 
and the G76 transceiver. The G76 also uses 6DQ6 tubes for the final 
stage in the plate modulator. My Knight T-60 worked well with the 6DQ6 
tube in the final, though doubling onto 6 meters was sometimes 
problematic. Used properly, these two tubes do a great job.

That's all you can do. Sweep tubes were designed to drive CRT yokes at 
15.75kHz. The plate cap was connected to the plate by a wire that wondered 
a long ways down to the plate, plenty of inductive reactance at 30MHz. 
Compare it to the plate connection of a 6146. Sweep tube structures stood a 
ways up from the base, more inductance in the cathode, grid and screen 
circuits. Again, compare to a 6146. Capacitances and inductances were not 


closely controlled by design, they didn't need to be for 15kHz. You can 
neutralize 'till you're blue in the face but if the screen cannot be 
adequately bypassed to the cathode because of too much internal inductance 
you're screwed and so is your amp.

About ten years ago a short in my TV-2b/U tubetester burned up the power xf= 


mx and fried a contact on one of the selector switches. I found spares at F= 
air Radio, but when I looked inside the tube tester, it was such a snarl of= 
nearly inaccessible wires that I gave up on repairing it. A couple of days 
ago, I thought about bidding on a TV-7d tubetester, but the price rose to 
$400+, so I gave up on that idea. Since my TV-2 is even fancier than the T= 
V-7, I decided to bite the bullet, after dawdling for ten years, and try to= 

fix the thing. 


What a nightmare. There were 36 contacts on the bad wafer switch, and rough= 
ly that many terminals on the power transformer. It took about six hours to= 

replace the power transformer, and that was the easy part. It took about 1= 
2 hours to replace the wafer switch, what with labeling each of the wires, = 
cleaning up the spare switch contacts, disassembling the chassis to get acc= 
ess to the bad switch, cleaning up and tinning the clipped wire ends, inspe= 
cting everything with a magnifying glass and a high-intensity light, etc. H= 
ow in the world did the military technicians ever repair these things? It w= 
as more cramped in there than under the chassis of a KWM-1. I felt like a n= 
eurosurgeon. 


I finally finished the job and fired it up. All seemed okay, except the adj= 
ustment range on the screen voltage wouldn't give me enough screen voltage.= 

I verified that all the xfmr windings were good, measured all the divider = 
chain resistors, electrolytics, etc. but couldn't find anything wrong. Even= 
tually, it dawned on me that the 6X4 screen voltage rectifier might be the = 
problem. I swapped it and the screen voltages jumped 25V, right where they = 
were supposed to be. 


I checked the accuracy of those wonderful ruggedized military panel meters 
(The TV-2b/U has six meters, giving the appearance of a jet fighter cockpit= 
) and they were dead on the nose. There isn't even an zero adjustment screw= 
on them. So now I've got my trusty tubetester back and I'm slowly working= 
through the pile of untested tubes that has been building up for ten years= 
. Hope I don't have to go through this again anytime soon! Still, I feel li= 
ke I've had a good week, piddling at my workbench.

any case, I think it probably was a fluke, as you surmised. 


The instructions say to rezero all the selector switches to their off 
position, when done using the tester. Also, one obviously shouldn't = 
rotate 

the selector switches with the P4 (test) lever depressed. I probably = 
didn't 

follow those instructions. Now I know to be more careful!
